The Public Health Laboratory,Tonnis Court 
Road, Cambridge, under the directorship of Dr. R. M. Fry, provides an 
excellent bactcriological service and most readily discusses and advises on 
any cpidemiological or similar problem. 

Dr.S.Grecnburgh, Public Analyst, Tenison Road, Cambridge, gives a similar, 
efficient, helpful service when chemical analyses are required. 


(>) AMBULANCE PACILITI“S. These scrvices since July 1953 have been 
provided dircetly by the County Council under the direction of Dr. D. A. 
McCracken, the County Medical Officcr of Health. 


(c) NURSING IN THS HOME. The West Suffolk County Council District Nurse- 
Midwives carry y out these duties. 


(a) CLINICS aND TREATMENT CENTRES. The West Suffolk County Council hold

1. (i) WATER. By the end of 1956 the Council's Comprehensive Scheme reached 
the position envisaged when first presented — the last length of main 
Originally pronosead in the Comprehensive Scheme was laid in December, making 
the total length of mains in our District 879 miles. 

The number of persons who have benefitted throughout the whole District is 
indicated by the following figures which show the percentage of houses at the 
end of 1956 making use of mains supply - the percentage had grown to 60% since 
1950,when it was only 17. A further illustration,indicating the position in 
each parish, is provided by the table on the following page:- 
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A further indication of the increased benefits derived by the 
Thodwastre residents due to the growth of the Comprehensive Scheme is 
obtained by recording that the amounts of water supplied to the Thedwastre 
R,D.C. from the Comprehensive Scheme nave been:~

Water Analyses. Chemical Analyses from pumping stations were as follows:- 
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106 Bacteriological Analyses of the watcr taken during 1956 
suoplicd from Thingoc sources were all satisfactory. 

In Thedwastre this water was furthcr analysed to ensure that four nev 
standpipes were adequately flushed before use - cight doubtful results were 
reported before satisfactory samplvus were obtained se all four standpipes 

Three samples taken to check new taps were all satisfactory. 

In addition to the 15 samples taken from fhe mains supply there were 
19 samples taken from private wells. 

The position with regard to privatc wells was far from satisfactory. 
Only two of 19 samples taken from such sourccs were satisfactory - one of 
these was from a private bore well - the remaining 17 samples were very 
heavily polluted with B.Coli, including the faecal type. The owners of 
these wells were advised to connect to the mains supply. 

Fortunatcly in the two cases where samples from private wells were 
submitted to chemical analysis ‘to check the presence of nitrate (in order 
that Methaemoglobinacmia should not develope in infants relying on made-up 
fecds) a "safc" report was obtained in cach case. 


Carting of Water. In September 1956 the advent of the mains water 
supply allowed discontinuation of the cartage of water to Badwell Ash 
cottages at the Groen), Hunston (Houses at Hunston Green) and Thurston 
Houses at Great Green, new houses Barton Road anc the Hutments), Since 
that dete wat.r has only had to be cartec to one isolated house at 
Rickingheall. 
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(ii) DRAINAGE AND SEVWERAGS. The advent of the water supply has 
emphasised the great need for adequate sewers and small sewerage schcines 
throughout the entire district. 

The cesspools, particularly on the Council's Housing Sites, become full 
to overflowing within a few days. To combat this the two men engaged, 
under the supervision of Mr. Wyatt, on the Council's cesspool emptier are 
working overtime every day and are making a very me ri torious attempt to 
deal with the position. 


The cesspool emptier (a Yorkshire Karricr 750 gallon cesspool empticr, 
purchased in 1952) is engaged in the emptying of cesspools throughout the 
District. The service is available to any private housc in the District 
on payment of 25/- for the first load and 15/- for each subsequent load 
the scrvice is free to tenants of the Council houses. 

The Vehicle travelled 11,669 miles in 1956, (the 1955 figure was

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The Council is by no means satisficd to allow the District to continue 
without public sewernge schemes - their scheme proposed for Rattlesdcn has 
now reccived Ministry approval, the schemes for Llmswell and Woolpit are 
undcr Ministry consideration. Rickinghall Inferior in our District is to be 
embraced in the scheme for Rickinghall Superior to be prepared by the 
Hartismere R.D.C, 

The Council have instructcuc their consulting engincers,Mcssrs.eLemon and 
Blizzard, to prepare schemes for Beyton, EM Sa Felsham, Gedding, 
Hessett, Norton, Tostock,Walsham-le-Willows and Wattisficld.This preliminary 
work awaits improvement in the National position with regard to permissible 

capital expenditure, to allow of specdy progress to mect a well established

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3%. (i) CLOSET ACCOMMODATION. Al1 Post-war Houses in Thedwastre have becn 
provided with cesspool drainage for sink and bath water -- at 32 houses at 
Woolpit, 8 at Stowlangtoft and 4 at Tostock.taerc was also provision for 
WoC. drainage. The remaindcr of the working-class houses throughout the 
District have pail closets, the emptying of which is the responsibility of 
the tenant. 


(ii) PUBLIC CLEANSING, A fortnightly collection of houschold refuse 
takes place cvery two w Weeks from all houses throughout the whole of the 
District, with the e2 exception of a very few isolated dwellings from which 
a monthly collection is made, Although generally the service proviiled is 
a "kerbside" collection, exception is made and a "back-door" collection is 
provided from those houses cecupied by aged or infirm or where women are 
living alone. 

The vehicle in use since 1948, a 4 ton 15 Cub.yard Bedford from 
Messrse Glover, Webb & Liversedge, Ltd., is of the moveable floor type and 
continues to give good service. 

The Council’s dustbin service scheme has proved very successful; it is 
being copied by other Authorities in the County. 

The collection is made by a driver and two loaders, all of whom take a 
great interest in their work and execute it in a very satisfactory manner, 


Refuse ea are at Hall bets Langham, Warren lane, Elmswell ana 
Maltings Farm, Walsham-le-Willows; there are also small pits at Ixworth 
Road, Norton and at Tostock. 

All tips are frequently visitec by the Rodent Operator, Mr.4.C.Denny, 
who keeps down both rats and flies. <A system of controlled tipping is in
